Measures to prevent spread of plague — Preventive inoculation — 
Destruction of rodents. 

The American minister at Caracas reports, May 31, through the 
Department of State: 

A decree of the municipality forbids any person to leave the federal 
district without being provided with a certificate of having been in- 
jected with Haffkine lymph. The minister for foreign affairs states 
that a decree is to be issued forbidding any travel in tramways or 
coaches without such certificate. Rats and mice are being purchased 
and many of these rodents have been burned. A force of over 100 
men who have been injected with Haffkine lymph are at work clean- 
ing the gullies that cross the city. Plague patients are immediately 
isolated and premises disinfected. The construction of the houses 
and other conditions make the question of sanitation in Caracas a 
very difficult one. Rats have been breeding for hundreds of years in 
the old houses. The people here have had no experience with the 
disease and measures against it are likely to be neglected if there is 
the slightest sign of an abatement. 

A very general inoculation with Haffkine lymph is being conducted, 
and up to May 31 2,500 persons were officially reported as having 
been inoculated.

Estimated population 300,000. Total number of deaths, 547, includ- 
ing whooping cough 4, diphtheria 3, enteric fever 6, smallpox 6,measles 
3, and 34 from tuberculosis. 

British West Indies — Trinidad — Port of Spain. — Period from 
March 13 to May 22, 1909. Estimated population 60,000. Total 
number of deaths, 341, including enteric fever 7, yellow fever 1, and 29 
from tuberculosis. 

Canada — British Columbia — Vancouver. — Month of May, 1909. 
Estimated population 66,500. T^tal number of deaths, 60, including 
whooping cough 3, enteric fever 1, scarlet fever 4, diphtheria 1, and 4 
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from tuberculosis. Cases: Smallpox 6, measles 132, scarlet fever 58, 
diphtheria 4, whooping cough 78, and enteric fever 3. 

China — Kulangsu. — Four weeks ended May 8, 1909. Estimated 
population, 8,000. Total number of deaths, 17, including 1 from 
smallpox. 

Cuba — Baracoa. — Period from January 23 to March 20, 1909. 
Estimated population, 27,000. Total number of deaths, 27, includ- 
ing diphtheria 1, and 5 from tuberculosis. 

Egypt — Alexandria. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 420,000. Total number of deaths, 1,016, including smallpox 1, 
enteric fever 14, scarlet fever 65, diphtheria 19, measles 60, and 76 
from tuberculosis. 

Suez.— Period from April 1 to May 20, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 19,786. Total number of deaths, 106, including enteric fever 2, 
typhus fever 1, and 3 from smallpox. 

France — Cherbourg. — Month of May, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 43,948. Total number of deaths, 79, including enteric fever 3, 
diphtheria 1, and 27 from tuberculosis. 

Nice. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 150,881. 
Total number of deaths, 296, including enteric fever 3, diphtheria 2, 
and 31 from tuberculosis. 

Month of February, 1909. Total number of deaths, 284, includ- 
ing enteric fever 2, diphtheria 2, and 33 from tuberculosis. 

Month of March, 1909. Total number of deaths, 361, including 
enteric fever 2, scarlet fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 39 from tuberculosis. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 29, 
1909, correspond to an annual rate of 13.9 per 1,000 population, 
which is estimated at 16,445,281. 

London.- — One thousand two hundred and forty deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 63, scarlet fever 6, 
diphtheria 17, enteric fever 3, whooping cough 35, tuberculosis 123, 
and 16 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 13.7 per 1,000. In Greater London 1,754 deaths were 
registered. In the "outer ring" the deaths included 4 from measles, 
4 from diphtheria, 1 from scarlet fever, and 8 from whooping cough. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended May 29, 1909, in the 21 principal 
town districts of Ireland was 20.2 per 1,000 of the population, which is 
estimated at 1,142,308. The lowest rate was recorded in Newry, 
viz, 4.2, and the highest in Newtownards, viz, 45.8 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended May 29, 1909, correspond to an annual rate of 16.7 per 
1,000 of the population, which is estimated at 1,839,038. The highest 
rate of mortality was recorded in Dundee, viz, 19.4, and the lowest in 
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Greenock, viz, 10.8 per 1,000. The aggregate number of deaths regis- 
tered from all causes was 596, including diphtheria 5, measles 3, scarlet 
fever 5, enteric fever 3, and 40 from whooping cough. 

Italy — Genoa. — Two weeks ended May 15, 1909. Estimated 
population, 279;163. Total number of deaths, 256, including enteric 
fever 2, measles 14, and 21 from tuberculosis. 

Japan — Formosa. — Two weeks ended May 15, 1909. Estimated 
population, 3,108,723. Total number of deaths, 107. including 
enteric fever 8, and 98 from plague. 

Malta. — Month of May, 1909. Estimated population, 212,888. 
Total number of deaths, 369, including enteric fever 3. whooping 
cough 2, and 12 from tuberculosis.
